spirit in every department of spirit-life, 
and will weigh and measure and thorough- 
ly apportion to each spirit that which is 
his due. But to-day a class of Occultists 
have sprung up from the old Theosophists, 
and come forth from that school like a 
brood of cuckoos from their nest, singing 
not the song of the dove or the bird that 
was intended to be there, but a harsh, dis- 
cordant and imperfect strain. These are not 
true Occultists, but they are a class of a 
hybrid character, who have advanced a 
speculative theory and espoused that won- 
derful conglomeration of ideas which 
have sprung up during the present age as 
something genhine, but which are en- 
Urely spurious, 
I speak as a spirit having knowledge of 
Theosophy and of pure Occultism as taught 
in the East, but I cannot recognize it as 
taught here in your midst, when every 
ene who brings it forward has a specula- 
tive theory of his own in regard to it, and 
starts out independently upon the basis 
that he knows it all. The true Theosophist 
knows that he holds nothing; that he is of 
himself nothing. The true Occultist knows 
that, with all his years of earnest study 
and labor, he has only learned a little 
grain concerning himself, the world of 
spirits and of matter at Jarge. So genu- 
inely modest are these disciples of Theos- 
ophy and Occultism that you will not hear 
them boast of that which they possess, 
and their silence fs not the result of a de- 
sire to keep their knowledge from the 
world, but, having attained to acertain de- 
gree of enlightenment, and recognizing 
the difficulty that mankind has or may 
have in attaining to that which they have 
reached only through a long, dreary, toil- 
some way, they simply dare not give to a 
waiting world that which they have gain- 
ed. The true Theosophists and Occultists 
are very few in number; but a large pro- 
portion of the result which they have 
(gained will be in your midst before two 
years have passed, This is simply a re- 
capitulation of what I gaye two Sundays 
ago. Now we come to the subject of 
Wandering Spirits. 
I wish you could behold them in your 
midst to-day as we can; for, mark you, 
every spirit that has not within itself a 
centre of recognized divine force is a wan 
dering spirit! No matter to what height 
you have attained in the realms of intel- 
lect, if within yourselves you have not a 
certain cognizance of divine life and some- 
thing of a knowledge of what you may 
become spiritually, you are a wandering 
spirit here in the bod}, and you are doubly 
a wandering spirit out of it; for here in 
the body you have your tastes and desires 
to gratify and your home life around 
which your affections centre; but when 
you pass into spirit-life, though your earth 
friends have not lost their interest in you, 
yet they cannot cling to you as before, for 
| you are no longer with them in the sense 

of their recognization of you—the tie is 

broken which bound you to your material 

centres and you wander hither and thither 

atthe mercy of any, and every impulse 

in spirit life. If your tastes and desires 

have been of a particular character here, 
the first large impulse of a similar nature 
that you meet after you pass from your 
body (and remember that your immedi 
ate spirit-life lies close to your earth life) 
will draw you within its power and sway 
and dominate your spirit until some other 
impulse with larger attractive force seizes 
you, What is the result? Everywhere 
around you, unconscious to yourselves, 
are wandering spirits, without a spiritual 
centre, with no knowledge of the: divine 
within their souls, crowding and pressing 
into your lives, Every one of you to-day, 
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sires and interests. Having no life of 
their own in one sense, and having wand- 
ered into your atmosphere, they live your 
life while they remain with you, some: 
times sapping your bodily vital forces and 
ofttimes casting the shadow of their own 
lives upon your intellectual, moral or spir- 
itual statues, 

What does the true Theosophist do with 
such spirits? Iwill tell you: Having 
gained the power of becoming superior to 
matter, he steps out into the boundless 
space of spirit, touches these wanderers 
with his love and educates and helps them, 
However improbable this may appear to 
you, friends, it is nevertheless a fact. 
You may ask Why do not those spirits 
who are disembodied and not wandering 
go and assist those more unfortunate one?” 
I will reply, “Because the true Theosophist 
who is attached to the body has more 
power over these spirits than the highest 
angelin heaven who returns to make 
earth's children freer and better.“ His 
connection with the body makes a bond of 
sympathy between them, which draws 
them closely about his spirit, and their 
souls quickly respond to that which is so 
beautiful, divine and lovely in his soul, 
justas your spirits respond to the appeal 
of any other spirit that strives earnestly 
and sincerely to benefit mankind. Such 
a one, walking among the children of 
men, overcoming temptation and subject- 
ing his body to the will of his spirit, is in 
spirit-life as divinely clad as almost the 
highest angel. 

I speak thus to you to-day because these 
questions are so greatly agitating the mul- 
titudes at the present time, and the truth 
or falsity of them must be proved, You 
can no more set them aside than you can 
set aside the facts of Spiritualism, You 
can no more crowd them into a corner 
than you can crowd out the manifestations 
of the spirit. The largest liberty must be 
given them, just as the largest liberty has 
becu demanded by the spirit-world, and 
granted however grudgingly by mortals 
for the return of spirits, Do notlay these 
questions aside in your mind, but seek all 
the information possible concerning them, 
and before gaining any definite knov ledge 
do not set up speculative theories of your 
own for the truth. Do not imagine that 
by abstaining from the eating of a little 
meat and resisting the temptations of the 
flesh that you are freed from the body and 
have the power to heal mankind, whether 
in the material form or out of it. You 
will have climbed a long, long way up the 
ladder of progress before you possess this 
power. But what you can do to assist the 
spirit world and one another is to take 
hold of these questions intelligently, and, 
as fast as you get ideas concerning them, 
help the spirit-world in classifying and 
bringing forward the facts and the truth 
in every department of spiritual manifes- 
tation; but do not sink intothe rut of any 
one phase of it, 

There are constantly coming to my 
spirit cars queries in regard to the use for 
which this temple was designed, and I 
purpose here and now to make it so com- 
pletely and fully known to you that herë- 
after there will never be another mistake 
concerning it. 

Below stairs are rooms where mediums 
of every kind may meet. We desire you 
to distinctly understand that this is not a 
church in the ordinary acceptation of the 
term, nor is it a theatre, One of the 
rooms is desigtted for a library, and before 
the winter is over we hope to see it filled 
with appropriate books. In connection 
with the work of this room we purpose 
establishing a lyceum, not for the children 
of Spiritualists alone,or for any one in 
particular, but for the poorest, the most 
needy children to be found in your city, 
black or white, Catholic or Protestant, 
Jew or Christian—and there is adifference 
between the Christian and Protestant 
which the spirit-world recognises fully, 
for we have both to deal with there, 
Another room we design to use for speak- 
ing and for such manifestations as we 
hope to bring forward upon the platform 
alittle later. I hope, friends, you will 
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come to a knowledge of the spirit-world 
through some phase of physical manifes- 
tation, and forseeing that more and more 
straogers will be drawn to us, many of 
whom know nothing whatever of Spiritu- 
alism, we purpose bringing onto our plat- 
form such mediums as we may choose, 
those best adapted for our work, to give 
you tests in connection with the speaking. 
This we cannot accomplish at once, but 
shall later on when our mediums are more 
thovoughly developed in this direction. 

Up stairs are rooms in which we hold 
private circles for the purpose of origina- 
ting And establishing spirit power of a su- 
perior order, that we may have its full 
manifestation here in your midst. 

Ido not know how many times I, Dr. 
Edgarton, have stated the use of this tem- 
ple, but all the time I hear these questions 
repeated, What is it all about?” “What 
do hey mean to do?" I wonder if the 
Roman Road was built in a day, and if 
you expect the spirit-world to give you 
perfect manifestations with the very im- 
perfect conditions that you provide us? 
for the state of your minds affect them to 
a degree you cannot realize. Honest 
skepticism and doubt, which come from a 
want of knowledge merely, is like a draft 
of fresh air to weary lungs—I love it; but 
at the same time certain manifestations 
require certain chemical forces, to supply 
which we depend in part upon the ele- 
ments thrown out by the sitters. When 
your minds become active they agitate the 
chemical forces of your bodies and send 
out to us that which either assists or re- 
tards us in our work. Until we can edu- 
cate you up to a point where you can as- 
sist us, not by blind credulity, but by your 
understanding of and obedience to the 
laws governing these phenomena, we can» 
not give you the highest manifestatation 
of spirit power in public, although we 
may do so in private with the few who 
have attained that knowledge. 

Do not think that the spirit-world is in 
the least discouraged, or that it halts at 
any time because the world says, (What 
are the Spiritualists doing?” We move 
steadily onward, and when we are ready 
we assist you in moving onward with us. 
Let me assure you of this one thing, 
friends: We never succeed so well in car; 
rying on our work as when, by making a 
little mistake of some kind that causes you 
to lose your hold on the rung of the lad- 
der to which you are clinging, and, tumb- 
ling down, you learn to climb up higher 
and seize hold of something more sub- 
stantial. The asking for knowledge on 
your part is the first ray of hope you give 
us that your progress spiritually has really 
satisfied

In 1488, Innocent VIII. issued his fa- 
mous bull, in which he set forth the grow 
ing dangers to which the Church was ex- 
posed from the machinations of witches, 
„Not only,” he said, "did these deny their 
faith, and profane the 
Church, but 
baneful influences over men’s daily lives. 
They blighted the 
stroyed men my 
dreadful and 
stirred up destructive tempests; and, final- 
ly, from the unnatural union of fends and 
witches, a race of malignant monsters 
was ever on the increase.” The Witch 
Mania now grew rapidly to ite height. 
A class of persons called Witch-finders 
sprang up, and displayed extraordinary 
zeal in bringing delinquents to justice. 
No rank or station were secure from their 
attacks. The Duchess of Gloucester was 
punished for the offense by Henry VI. 
Queen Elizabeth and the Duchess of Bed- 
ford were arraigned for it by Richard III. 
Several pceresses of Sco land and the Mar- 
echale D'Ancre in France, were a few of 
those indicted for the offence. But in 
this, as in all other popular infatuations, 
the vast{mass of victims were poor and 
helpless. In some of the German towns 
they were annually burnt, two, three or 
four hundred—the total of cach year's 
victims in the entire country reaching 
many thousands. In France and Switz- 
erland, almost as many perished—the 
accused being so numerous, that new 
courts had continually to be opened, and 
new judges appointed to try the ever-in- 
creasing crowd of offenders. In England, 
where the evil did not attain such great 
dimensions, the average is said to have 
been about five hundred every year. In 
Scotland the madness ran considerably 
higher, Some one, generally a woman,* 
and most frequently anold woman, had 
been seen to be looking hard at an ox or a 
pig. Ifthe ox or the pig chanced ,to be 
seized with any malady, the woman was 
charged with having bewitched it. If she 
had scolded any child for jeering or ma- 
king faces at her, and the child soon after 
had measles or scarlet fever, it was „the 
woman's malediction that had caused the 
malady. Nay, the mere fact of being old, 
or ugly, or an object of dislike to some 
one, was held tobe a sufficient ground for 
alleging a charge of witchcraft, and 
for causing the offending party to be

Once in 
the witchfinder's custody, there was 
very little hope of escape. For 


there really was no other escape than 
the least painful form of death that could be 
obtained. As it was assumed that the witch 
was capable of making things appear the 
exact opposite of what they really were, 
the better case she made out of her inno- 
cence, the greater was her real guilt. 
Some Piedmontese women were accused 
before the Archbishop of the Province, 
having attended a witch dance, at which 
the evil one was present at midnight on 


the Friday previous. Their husbands 
stood forward and swore positively that 
at that time when their wives were 
charged with dancing in Satin's company 
many miles away, they were at home. 
This, one would have thought, was an un- 
answerable alibi, But the Archbishop 
lucidly pointed out that this only proved 
the diabolical cunning of the witches; 
who, by their arts, had contrived to place 
exact likeness of themselves in the midst 
of the family, while the real woman were 
far away, celebrating their abominable or- 
gies. The husbands were unable to dis- 
prove this, and the poor women werecon- 
demned and burnt accordingly. 


It is a noticeable fact that In almost all 
prosecutions for witchcraft the vast majorily 
of victims were women. Probably the snp- 
posed uohallowed uulon with Satan, a mas- 
cullne demon, was the cause of it. Further, 
in most instances, the women were old and 
ugly. This is to be accounted for, yates by 
the natural repulsion caused by thelr appear- 
ance, aud partly by the notion that,knowing 
themselves to be unacceptable to men, It 
would be likely that they would endeavor 
to attract the regard of Satan.

In the Protestant Episcopal book of 
common prayer, “the visible church of 
Christ on earth“ is declared to be “a 
congregation of faithful men where the 
pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacrements (oaths) duly administered.” 
This sounds very liberel and inclusive, 
and not only what are called “churches” 
but other societies into which persons are 
admitted by taking certain obligations 
upon themselves as members of the society, 
would come under the term church. All 
churches, societies and organizations of 
every kind originated in the thought for a 
benefit of some kind, either temporal or 
spiritual, Admitted that any organization 
which does not include all humanity must 
be narrow, yet all great things have small 
beginnings, and that which contains the 
greatest amount of truth, and can do the 
most good for humanity, will absorb 
eventually all that others may have dis- 
covered. What our duty is in the matter, 
is to “prove all things” and, having found 
goodness and truth, hold fast to it by 
making it a part ofourselves. When Paul 
exhorted the early Spirituulists not to for- 
sake the assembling of themselves to- 
gether, he could not have intended making 
it an obligation to go to the synagogue 
and listen to sermons and expositions of 
the law which they could not endorse, as 
so many churchmen of the present day 
apply his advice. All the accounts we 
have of those assemblies correspond with 
what we in our day call “seances.” The 
followers of Jesus of Nazareth had to meet 
secretly, if they wished t6 speak of him 
and the work left to be done. That work 
was to heal the sick, raise the dead, cleanse 
the lepers and cast out devils. He gave 
them this power, and proved to them that 
they had it, by the result of their I bors, 
They were also impressional media, for 
they were told to take no thought as to 
what they should speak when brought 
before rulers and kings for a testimony 
against them, “for it is not ye that speak 
but the spirit of your Father which speak 
eth in you.” 

The church of Rome has in it many 
practices entirely consistent with spiritual 
fact, and which cannot be explained on 
any other ground. Of course the practice 
and precept of that church in cramping 
the faculties of its members, by assuming 
all responsibility and declaring nothing to 
be true that does not come through the 
church, and that everything taught by the 
church is true, because the church teaches 
it, is injurious in the exreme, and no man 
or woman with any sense of morality and 
progress would endorse such teaching, if 
they thought about it. 

Ah, yes! there's the trouble; people are 
not olten taught to think, and, “as the twig 
is bent, the tree isinclined.” Spiritualists 
claim to be free from all dogmas and 
creeds, but are they always the better for 
it? Does their freedom make them kind, 
gentle and helpful? Does their ‘liberty 
make them search for the true and good 
in all things and in all men? If 60, they 
are the better for their Spiritualism, but ir 
it leads them to delight in condemnation, 
to covet evil with the excuse that they 
were made so and could not help it, they 
are blind, and saying they see, therefore 
they shall have the more responsibility in 
the time when they know themselves as 
God knows them, Itis one thing to con 
demn evil unsparingly; it is quite another 
to mercilessly persecute the doer, Wso 
perhaps would give his right hand to undo 
the wrong.
